“than 160 men were feared dead yes- 
terday after an explosion and fire 
destroyed a North Sea oil piatform. 


Police said 16 bodies had been 
found but hope was fading of finding 
any more survivors from the wreck 
of the Piper Alpha platform off 
northern Scotland. 

British Energy Secretary Cecil 
Parkinson told parliament that only 
65 of the 229 men on the platform 
were known to have survived. 

Occidental Petroleum, the U.S. 
company which owned the plat- 
form, said it had information there 
were 66 survivors. 

But nearly 24 hours after the giant 
explosion and fire tore the platform 
apart, Alistair Lynn. chief constable 


4, of Scotland's Grampian police, told 


reporters: “At this time, hopes are 
fading of finding any further survi- 
vor." 

A fleet of fishing vessels, mer- 
chant ships and Nato warships 
joined the search for victims of what 
threatened to be Britain's worst 
North Sea oil disaster since explora- 
tion started in the 1960s. 

Occidental said it appeared the 
first of a series of explosions on 
Wednesday night was triggered by a 
gas leak. The company said it could 
take months of investigation to de- 
termine the cause of the leak.

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Heavy security 
against protests 
on ‘al-Aksa Day’

The police have called in hun- 
dreds of reinforcements to Jeru- 
salem in anticipation of today's 
“al-Aksa Day” protests urged 
by the Palestinian underground 
leadership. 

The extensive police precau- 
tions cup off a week of persistent 
unrest in the cupital, including 
widespread rioting in the Old 
City’s Moslem Quarter on Sun- 
day and a petrol-bomb attack 
Wednesday night in the heart of 
West Jerusalem. 

The army is expected to prevent 
Palestinians in the territories from 
entering Jerusalem today, a senior 
police official said. Altogether, 
More than 1.UUU0 police and Border 
Police will be on duty in the capital. 

Io what has become a weekly ritu- 
al, a police helicopter will hover 
over the city’s Arab areas, and large 
forces will be stationed around the 
gates of the Temple Mount during 
the midday prayers at the mosques. 

The investigation into Wednes- 
day's petrol bombing on King 


George Street has not yet produced 
any results. The 10 suspects arrested 
in the vicinity immediately after the 
attack were all released the same 
night. according to Jerusalem police 
spokesman Rafi Levy. 

Two petrol bombs. apparently 
thrown from the Lev Yerushalayim 
Apartment Hotel now under con- 
struction near the Hamashbir de- 
partment store, caused no injuries 
or damage. But it was the first at- 
tack in West Jerusalem since the 
beginning of the intifada, and it in- 
evitably led to speculation that it 
might be the beginning of a new 
trend, 

Prime Minister Shamir yesterday 
said that the petrol bombing was a 
sign of “the growing Autzpa of hos- 
tile elements.~ 

He told Israel Radio: “This is fur- 
ther proof that the conflict between 
us and the Arabs, as expressed in 
the recent wave of disturbances, 
does not revolve around a territorial 
issue. The attack is on our 
existence.” 

Mayor Teddy Kollek said that

ing an “extra effort" to increase ten- 
sions in the city because the protests 
in Jerusalem have been milder than 
those in the territories. 

In terms of injuries, the intifada 
within Jerusalem's municipal 
boundaries has indeed been milder 
than in the territories. No one in the 
city has been fatally shot by security 
forces since the start of the uprising. 

Yet bardly a day has passed this 
week without a stone shattering an 
Egged ‘bus window. Yesterday was 
no exception: a No. 27 bus was 
stoned in the early afternoon while 
travefling along Salah e-Din Street 
in East Jerusalem's commercial dis- 
trict. No one was injured. Two sus- 
pects were arrested. 

Pupils are showing up for classes 
at East Jerusalem schools, which 
opened several weeks ago after a 
prolonged closure. But the schools 
have also served as focal points of 
uarest. The police sent pupils from 
at least two East Jerusalem schools 
home last week. 

East Jerusalem merchants are 
continuing to observe their eight- 
month-old commercial strike, which 
currently permits them to open only 
from 9 a.m. to noon on days when 
there is no general strike. 

The 14 East Jerusalem merchants 
who defied two military orders regu- 
lating their business hours lost one 
round of their legal battle in Jerusa- 
lem Magistrates’ Court yesterday. 
Judge Aharon Simcha rejected the 
argument of the merchants" lawyer, 
Tbrahim Abu Atta. that the mer- 
chants should be tried in military 
court since they had violated mili- 
tary orders. 

The next hearing in the case is 
scheduled for July 19. 
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at Constitution Square.

The funeral procession started 
in Front of the Majlis. or parlia- 
ment, with 76 coffins, draped 
with the Iranian fag, lined up 
behind steel barriers. 

Khamenei, Parliament Speak- 
er Hashemi Rafsanjani and Ava- 
toliah Hussein Ali Montazeri. the 
designated successor of Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini. led the pro- 
cession in downtown Teheran. 

Other ceremonies were held in 
the southern city of Lar, in the 
southeastern city of Zahedan and 
Bandar Abbas. a Guif port city 
where the ill-fated Iran Air Air- 
bus departed Sunday on flight 
655 bound for Dubai, in the Unit- 
ed Arab Emirates. 

The plane was carrying 290 
people, of whom 66 were chil- 
dren, All 16 crew members were 
Iranian, but there were 38 for- 
eigners among the 274 
passengers.

CAPE TOWN (Reuter) -- South Af- 
rica announced plans early on Fri- 
day to establish elected Black re- 
gional assemblies with limited law- 
making powers over Black 
education, social welfare and hous- 
ing. 

Government officials see the plan 
as a step towards a federal solution 
to South Africa's race conflict which 
would avoid Whites handing over 
Power to the country’s Black major- 
ity. 

Blacks are excluded from central 
government and those living outside 
10 semi-autonomous tribal home- 
lands have virtually no say in most 
aspects of their lives. 

“It is the government's viewpoint 
that all communities (races) should 
Participate in government processes 
-.. And that the necessary structures 
must be developed through a pro- 
cess of negotiation.” constitutional 
development minister Chris Heunis 
said in ἃ statement. 

The assemblies would enable 
Blacks outside the homelands to 
“exercise authority on a regional ba- 
sis Over matters such as education, 
welfare. local government and com- 
munity development which includes 
housing and town development," 
Heunis said. 

They would pass laws affecting 
Blacks. but their scope would be 
strictly limited. In education. for ex- 
ample. they would not be able to 
override parliament on financing 
Black education, school syllabuses.

TEL ARAD - A parachulist is to 
attempt a jump from a hot air bal- 
toon in the final event this morning 
of the three-day international bal- 
fooning competition held on this Ne- 
gev plain. 

It will be the first time such a 
jump is attempted in Israel, say the 
organizers of the balloon meet and 
air show that have attracted scores 
of participants from 15 countries. as 
well as huge crowds of curious Israe- 
lis. 

“The competion has far exceeded 
our expectations.” said Gideon Ar- 
del, a pilot-who arranged the bal- 
fooning event with the cooperation 
of the Air Force. the Israel Aero 
Club and Negev emergency 
Services. 


. “The pilots and crews are ex- 
tremely pleased not only with the 
ineet, but with the country, the hos- 
pitality and reception they have re- 
ceived.” Arbel said yesterday. 
According to Negev police, the 
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size of the crowds surpassed pre- 
contest predictions. Police estimat- 
ed yesterday's crowd at 20,000, 
nearly twice as many as there were 
on Wednesday. 

“And we are expecting an even 
lasger number today. which is a day 
off for many Negev ministries and 
insitutions,“ Arbel said.

Siasts hope the sport will take a sky- 
ward leap here in the wake of the 
current event. Tel Arad is consid- 
ered unlikely to displace Albuquer- 
que, New Mexico, as the vaihalla of 
world hot air aviators.

UNTIL A FEW months ago. Levy 
assumed that the race for the party 
leader's job in the post-Shamir era 
would be run between himself and 
Industry and Trade Minister Shar- 
on, with Arens trailing along harm- 
lessly in the rear, 

But now Arens, despite his one step 
forward and two steps back, has 
turned the play around.He has 
staked his claim as Levy's rival for 
the post-Shamir era, and it is Sharon 
who is shuffling along in the rear, as

Some say that Levy won a battle 
but lost the war by forcing the hands 
of Prime Minister Shamir and Arens 
alike, even though his pressure pro- 
duced Shamir's flattering formula 
for a Levy-Arens-Sharon pecking 
order.

THE accidental U.S. downing of 
an Iranian airliner this week has 
forced top Reagan Administration 
policymakers to rethink their entire 
policy toward the Persian Gulf 
cTISIS. 

In the process, there could even- 
tually be some breakthrough in end- 
ing the Iran-Iraq war and in reestab- 
lishing an American dialogue with 
Iran. 

The immediate impact might be 
less reliance on an aggressive U.S. 
military posture in the Gulf and 
more on a sophisticated diplomatic 
offensive aimed at convincing the 
Iranians that the United States is not 

inherently hostile to their interests. 

“No one is suggesting that we pull 
out of the Gulf,” wrote Gary Sick, a 
former National Security “Council 
expert on Iran, the other day. "How- 
ever. the practice of routinely send- 
ing our ships in harm's way without 
a clear sense of what we hope to 
accomplish is more bravado than 
strategy. We can lower our profile 
without lowering either our commit- 
ment or our presence.” 

Authoritative U.S. officials said 
that the Administration was still de- 
termined to reach out to Iran not 
only to assure its leaders that the 
downing of the airliner was a genu- 
ine mistake but also to signal an 
Americun desire to improve ties 
with the Islamic fundamentalist 
Tegime. 

An early step. the officials pre- 
dicted, would come in the form of 
U.S. financial compensation to the 
families of the victims. 

"Americans are very deeply con- 
cerned about the tragedy that has 
uccurred to these families, and | 
think that the question of some ‘ex 
gratia’ payment to them will be con- 
sidered.” said Democratic Repre- 
sentative Thomas Foley of Washing- 
ton, Other influential lawmakers 
agreed that there would be speedy 
Congressional approval of such an 
appropriation.

This week. a senior defence source disclosed that 
Syria had received another shipment of SS-21 bat- 


According to ἃ research paper published recently 
by The Washington Institute for Near East Policy, 


SS-21 launchers. SS-21s have a range of some 100 
kilometres and are accurate to within 50 metres of 
their target. According to the paper, Syria pos- 
sesses some 200 missiles, including Soviet-made 


The same defence source noted that Syrian Scud- 
Bs (with a range of 280 kilometres) can hit Tel Aviv 
from their launching site northeast of Damascus 
with just the push of a button, and Israel has no 
way of shooting them down (and will not have for 
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Though the effect of a 500-kilogram warhead 
slamming into'Tel Aviv would undoubtedly spread 
terror among the civilian population, senior IDF 
and defence officials have commented repeatedly 
that such use of SSMs, while demoralizing, would

What Mikhail Gorbachev placed 
at the centre of this conference, as a 
precondition to the success of his 
perestroika and: glasnost policies, 
was the need to come to grips with 
the perennial problem of power 
that seems to have bedevilled the 
Soviet .Union ever. since the 1917 
October Revolution.

"Fundamental change of the po-

Gorbachev_went on to spell out 
his prescription for what he termed 
“revolutionary renewal.” 

- There must be a “strict demarca- 
tion of the functions of party and 
state organs, in accordance with the 
Leninist conception of the party as 
society's political vanguard, while 
the Soviet state was to be the organ 
of people’s power.” 

The party, in Gorbachev's view, 
should confine itself to providing 
political leadership, a watchdog 
control, bat it should not encroach 
on the day to day running of the 
country. 

While Gorbachev, throughout 
his speeches to the conference, was 
at pains to invoke Lenin as the au- 
eon for his reforms, Dr. Ze’ev

“The Soviet Union must be a 50: 
alist state of law...in which the 


law reigns supreme,” Gorbachev 
told the conference. 

Pravda of 29 June quotes Gorba- 
chev as saying:"No state organ, no 
official, no collective, no party or 
public organization, not so much as 
a single man is exempt from sub- 
mission to the law.” 

Detailing clearly what that im- 
plied, and with an eye to the grim 
Stalinist past, Gorbachev said that 
that legal order must be strong 
enough to "exclude the possibility 
of the usurpation and abuse of 
power.” 

On the personal level, the rule of 
law must provide "firm guarantees 
of citizens’ constitutional rights and

Decentralization, a concomitant 
of the separation of powers and a 
further departure from the time- 
hallowed highly ‘centralized Soviet 
system that began with War Com- 
munis and. the series of five-year 
plans, is yet another piank of Gor- 
bachev's platform. 

The extent to which the general- 
secretary is ready to welcome local 
initiatives was demonstrated at the 
conference, Katz notes, when Esto- 
nia and Latvia came along with a 
complete blue-print for their own 
economic autonomy. 

Says Katz: "Look how far they 
went: they even complained about 
the uncontrolled influx of foreign 
workers, whigh they are now going 
to clamp down on. And they mean 
Russians. They don’t want 
Russians.” 

But he strikes a note of caution 
on the mechanics and the efficacy 
of Gorbachev's move to institute 
some form of presidential govern- 
ment. 

The proposal, probably pushed 
by U.S.-influenced advisers such as 
Anatoly Dobrynin in a bid to gear 
up the stalled attempts at economic 
reforms, is that a president. pos- 
sessed of very wide powers, be 
elected for a specific period to rufe 
unchallenged with the right to ap- 
point his own government. 4

But, says Katz, many observers 
claim that this was Gorbachev's ul- 
timate compromise with power-ey- 
ing party heads.

Katz points out. there may be no 
choice but to use some of the forms 
of the Stalin method.

At the more 
Practical level, he continued, “it 
would take account of the weight of 
national interests in international 
relations in an era when the policy 
of force is outdated...and the dan- 
ger of war has receded.” 

Gorbachev went on to revel in his 
having "opened the Soviet Union to 
the outside world, entered into dia- 
logue with visiting politicians. sci- 
entists and religious leaders, dis- 
played a new dynamism and 
initiative in foreign policy, and 
withdrawn from Afghanistan.” 

Katz makes a persuasive argu- 
ment for the need for a “perestroika 
of Israeli and world Jewish attitudes 
to Russia.” 

The Soviets, he says. are likely to 
keep to the promised emigration of 


* some 12,000 to 15,000 Jews a year. 


But the real problem remains that

In the new Soviet climate, Katz 
observes, the media portray Israel 
far less negatively than in the past. 

"In some ways, Soviet television 
and radio treat Israel better than 

some U.S. stations and the BBC. 
Soviet television has given less at- 
tention to the intifada, it tries to be 
relatively correct. though of course 
Zionism is still seen as inimical to 
Communist ideology. 

"What glasnost makes feasible is 
the formation of a new strategy by 
Israel] and world Jewry to reach 
those who will not, for whatever 
reason, leave the Soviet Union.” 

Gorbachev's speeches at the con-. 
ference departed from traditional 
Soviet policies which ignored ethnic 
groups not living io their own 
homelands, and those having no na- 
tional territory, Katz emphasizes. 
Their cultural, religious and social 
needs, Gorbachev said, speaking of 
“the free development of every na- 
tion and every nationality”, must be 
respected. 

Further, said the general-secre- 
tary, work was afoot on a law en- 
suring “freedom of conscience” em- 
bodying respect for all religions on 
the grounds that "all believers are 
full citizens of the USSR.” 

Jews, Katz believes, certainly 
stand to benefit from ail this. 

*T anticipate the growth of activist 
Jewish cultural movements, though 
it may take time. There, is for ex- 
ample, already a small Jewish mu- 
seum in Moscow that arose from 
local initiative. Why shouldn't the 
Russians, interested in tourism, in- 
terested in showing that they are 
open to expressions of cultura! plu- 
ralism, be ready to encourage such 
efforts. 

"This could provide us with the 
opportunity to help them find ways 
to give their Jewish identity some 
expression, whether religious or 
otherwise. 

"We're wasting our time and tear- 
ing ourselves apart on figuring out 
how to push a few thousand into 
coming here. That's not the point. 

"Whether we like It or not, the 
moment emigration means being 
forced to come here, the numbers 
seeking to leave will go down,” Katz 
believes. 

“An Israel no longer hostile to 
Russia would be an important chan- 
nel to help push Jewish cultural ex- 
pression. If in the early 1960s I took 
part in a youth visit to Russia and 
saw a Komsomol camp decorated 
with Israel flags. and heard hurrahs 
for Israel, just as for any other visit- 
ing delegation, then in today's at- 
-mosphere of far greater openness 
much more seems possible. 

"What we bave to do is keep an 
eye on internal developments and 
push from outside for Jews to take 
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programme after initial opposition. 


advantage of the readiness to foster 
local initiatives, even if they cannot 
be overtly Zionist. 

“Our glasnost and perestroika 
must be in the realization that this 
and the encouragement of tourism 
to and from Russia is as important 
as many other endeavours on be- 
half of Soviet Jewry. 

“ Unfortunately, so far, Jewish 
conservatism and Zionist funda- 
mentalism have been as strong as 
their Communist counterparts. If 
we can change our attitudes, what is 
done today with Poland and Roma- 
nia may be done tomorrow with 
Moscow, as long as we steer clear of 
anti-Sovietism. 

"And ultimately, it is this sort of 
educational work that may prepare 
Soviet Jews for accepting Israel as 
the world centre of Jewry, even for 
an aliya based on freely available 
knowledge of Israel.” 

Summing up. Katz categorizes 
Gorbachev's moves as probably de- 
signed to give him wide consti- 
tutional powers as president, thus 
relieving him from total depen- 
dence on the party. 

"Once he is so established, and 
with time at his disposal, he can, 
quite legally, though very gradual- 
ly, wotie the knot he has just tied — 
where party secretaries head the 
new-style soviet institutions. That 
will weaken the party strangle- 
hold which is what he appears to 
really be after. 

” His enemy is the conservatism 


of the party and its functionaries. It 
will be the intellectuals and the ac- 
tivists who will hold the key. If and 
when people see that change is pos- 
sible. if he can ensure strong gov- 
ermment and make people work, if 
he can get the legal changes worked 
out. as he wants, by next spring, 
and Gorbachev is capable of pulling 
it off, then he may find himself 
president next year, and then we 
may see dismissals in the KGB and 
elsewhere. 

“All this is as obvious to the party 
heads as it is to us. There is a power 
struggle afoot. Some will probably 
try to jump aboard the Gorbachev 
bandwaggon and adapt. If Gorba- 
chev succeeds, his position will be 
anchored in law, and they won't be 
able to pack him off as they did 
Khrushchev.” 

Katz strongly believes that Rus- 
sia can meet the challenge. 

"The Russian people are im- 
mensely capable and dynamic. All 
they need is the opportunity. 

“What those outside the Soviet 
Union don’t always understand is 
the immense amount of talent that 
has been wasted all these years be- 
cause it was frittered away on beat- 
ing the system. Believe me, it takes 
the highest order of ingenuity to be 
able to avoid having responsibility 
for mistakes foisted on you, to cov- 
er up, to rearrange things so that 
you come out in the clear,” Katz 
insists, recalling tis days in war- 
time Siberia.

But decades of fear and disap- 
pointment with other reformers 
who failed to tackle the basic issues 
have left their legacy, a deep-seated 
despair of change that has an icy 
grip on the Soviet people, Katz 
notes, 

As the Komsomol secretary-gen- 
eral acknowledged at a recent con- 
gress of the party's youth league, 
the issue is not, as some claim to 
fear. the dangers inherent in letting 
loose some evil genie of freedom: it 
is the seeming impossibility of re- 
leasing any genie at all. Coaxing the 
genie out may well prove one of 
Gorbachev's most serious 
challenges. 

And, as other observers note, the 
West should be under no illusions: 
when Gorbachev lets the genie of 
socialist pluralism out of the bottle, 
he does not intend to tolerate “op- 
position parties.” 

His conference speeches de- 
nounced such parties as "the misuse 
of democracy for anti-democratic 
aims...contrary to the tasks of per- 
estroika and to the interests of the 
people.” 

Delegates may view Gorbachev 
and his policies as a revolution. But 
one must wonder whether, without 
the introduction of a multi-party 
system, Gorbachev can indeed free 
Russia from the stranglehold of the

THE WIDESPREAD sanctions that have afflicted 
hospitals for over six months, adding to the ills of 
long-suffering patients, are symptomatic of a lin- 
gering malaise in the health service generally and in 
the public hospitals in particular. 

At the heart of the matter i, money — or rather 
not enough of it - and the basic question: “What 
price health care?” ἦν ᾧ : 

The actions instigated by doctors to press their 
demands for higher pay and better working condi- 
tions have so far failed to budge the Treasury, and 
with every passing day a solution seems more 
remote. . Η 

The Jerusalem Post visited Nahariya hospital this 
week and spoke with three doctors, two juniors and 

‘a senior, about the trials and tribulations of their 
profession. This is their story. 


DR. ARIE YAGODA looked remarkably fresh 
and alert considering he had spent the past 24 hours 
without sleep. . . 

As duty doctor the night prior to the interview, 
Yagoda, a resident obstetric gynecologist, had 
been busy assisting and supervising the delivery of 
13 babies. Two of the deliveries had been compli- 
cated -- a breech presentation and twins. 

He had also been responsible for the health and 
welfare of eight women in the maternity and gyne- 
cological department. His 24-hour stint over, Ya- 
goda was preparing for a regular day shift at the 
hospital. : 

“It's a regular scenario for us,” he said blandly, 
after describing his work fours and the events of 
the night. 

“If I hadn't been talking to you, IT would have 
been in the operating theatre by now. As it is, 
somebody else is carrying out surgery in my place,” 
said Yagoda, who has another two years of work 
and study before he qualifies as a specialist in his 
chosen field. 

But didn't the long hours affect his ability to 
perform delicate operations where a slight slip, a 
minor error of judgment, could have such serious 
and potentially fatal consequences? 

“There hasn't been a situation where I couldn't 
operate.” Yagoda replied. “Apart from that. the 
totas are arranged so that a doctor who has been on 
duty the previous night does not supervise an oper- 
ation the foilowing day. He might well perform the

, but the doctor whe supervises has usually 
had a good night’s sleep beforehand,” he said. 


THE EFFECT on home and social life, hawever, is 
devastating. “When you finish a long stint and 
return home, all you want to do is sleep. I woulda’t 
go so far as to say that social life is impossible, but 
it’s certainly not easy,” he said. 

Y¥agoda recalled an unforgettab‘e incident not so 
very long ago - the birth of his second daughter. 
“My wife was ep route to hospital by car when she 
went into labour and had to stop by the side of the 
road. An ambulance was called and she managed 
to reach the nearby Magen David Adom station 
where she gave birth, with the aid of para-medics 
there. I, of course, was on duty in the maternity 
department bere,” he recounted, noting the irony 
of the circumstances. ees 

Yagoda, like the majority of junior doctors in 
Israeli hospitals, works 36-bour “days”. approxi 
mately nine times a month, while 90-hour “weeks” 
are more often the rule than the exception. 

These hours do not include study periods, essen- 
tial for examinations, or attending seminars or 
conferences, which all have to be done in the 
doctors’ “spare time” and usually at his own 


nse. 
“Ὥς take-home salary at the end of an “average” 
month amounts to around NIS 1,500, including 
overtime for on-duty shifts, holidays and Satur- 
days, telephone and travel expenses and any other 
extras. It seems somewhat small recompense for a 
person who has to study six years to become a 
general practitioner, with a further six years or 
more to qualify as a specialist, and who daily holds 
someone’s life in his bands. 

‘Yagoda’s wages are paltry compared to what he 
could earn in a similar position at a hospital in 
America or Europe where the working conditions 
are “superior” and the pressure on doctors “far 
less," as he knows from personal experience. 

“I studied medicine for eight years in Brussels. 
The difference between there and here is like the 
difference between day and night,” he said. 


NEVERTHELESS, Yagoda returned to Israel 
and, forsaking the bright lights of his native Tel 
Aviv, applied and was accepted for a post at Nahar- 
iya hospital which is referred to as a “peripheral” 
hospital. 


"His reasons for both moves might sound some- 
what comy and trite in today's materialistic-minded 
society. He maintained that his motives were pri- 
marily ideological and Zionist. “My parents. who 
originated from Poland. came to Israel on the 
Exodus. I was raised on Zionist and ideological 
principles, that as Jews there is nowhere else in the 
world for us, only this country.” he said. 
“Naturally it affects you to see colleagues, 
friends, with whom you have worked or studied, 
leaving Israel in a steady streem. It opens cracks in 
your own philosophy anu thinking,” Yagoda says. 


“Even so, I don’t see that America, or anywhere | 


else for that matter, is for me, unless my econontic 
situation becomes intolerable. In that case, I would 
seriously have to consider what would be best for 
me and my family," added the 36-year-old father of 
two. 


DR. MOSHE LEIBOVETCH also studied medi- 
cine abroad, in Italy, for eight years, before retumm- 
ing to Israel in 1984 after graduating as a general 
practitioner. Like Yagoda, he is a junior doctor, 
with 2 another three-and-a-half years to complete 


before he can qualify as a specialist orthopedic 


surgeon. 

In Italy, the doctors work on an entirely different 
schedule and there is much less pressure. In addi- 
tion, they don’t have to do military reserve duty. 
This gives them ample opportunity to study and 
prepare for examinations. “They can also defer 
exams if they want to, whereas in Israel you have to 
sit exams at the stipulated time,” be said. 

Qn their return, Leibovetch and his nurse-wife 
both started work in the Nahariya hospital, Leibo- 
vetch in the orthopedic department and his wife as 
a nurse in the kidney dialysis department. They 
soon Jearned that they could not maintain the 
standard of living they had enjoyed in Italy. They 
also found they had less spare time. 

“During a nomnal working day, including being 
on duty, the rest of the staff, including nurses, 
change shifts five times while we are still in the 
hospital. Patients who saw you in the morning, the 
afternoon, at night and the following morning and 
afternoon, look at you in surprise and ask what you 
are still doing there,” he said. 

As 8 resident orthopedic surgeon, Leibovetch 
works an average of 10 duty shifts a month, in 
addition to regular work shifts. His monthly salary

The physician who didn’t 
return from Texas 


DR. GIORA MAVLIGIT first 
came to the United States on a tour- 
ist,visa in July 1967. fresh forty mili- 
tary service in-the-Sihdi during the 
Six Day War. * 0" 7 " 

Just out of the Hebrew University 
Medical Schoo! and anxious to cut 
his teeth on his first real jab, he had 
received an appointment as ἃ resi- 
dent in a third-rate hospital in Bos- 
ton. He intended ta work there for 
two or three years before returning 
to take up a position in an Israeli 
hospital ~ hopefully further ad- 
vanced on his career trajectory than 
he would have been if he had taken 
his first job at Hadassah or 
Beilinson. 

The kibbutz-bom physician, who 
served as a gung-ho paratrooper in 
the, IDF during the late 1950s, under 
“Raful" Eitan: ‘récalled recently, 
“When I first arrived in the U.S., 1 
gave absolutely no thought to stay- 
ing on permanently in America. I 
took the job in Boston because it 
was a chance to get a good start in 
my career while seeing something of 
the world outside Israel. Like a lot 
of young Israelis. 1 wanted to do 
that before settling down.” 

But Mavligit never returned to 
live in Israel. Now 49 and a profes- 
sor of medicine at the University of 
Texas's M.D. Anderson Hospital in 
Houston, he is a world-renowned 
cancer researcher and oncologist. 
However. he has retained close ties 
to Israeli medicine. doing consulta- 
tions with patients at Hadassah Hos- 
pital during trips home once or twice 
a year, and treating Israeli cancer 
patients sent his way by Israeli col- 
leagues in his Houston hospital. 

Yet like thousands of other Israeli 
doctors who have come to the States 
to study or to take that first hospital 
job, Mavligit made the decision to 
stay on permanently in the U.S. be- 
cause, in the final analysis, an 
American medical career amounted 
to an offer too good to refuse — 
especially when compared with the 
difficult working conditions Israeli 
doctors confront every day. 

As an oncologist, Mavligit faced a 
further obstacle: cancer specialists

the field of radiotherapy in addition 
to medical oncology (which focuses 
on the use of cancer-preventing 
drugs and side effects from their 
use). But Mavligit, who was trained 
as a medical oncologist in Houston, 
never learned radiotherapy and is 
not keen to take up the study of the 
field in middle-age. 

A final consideration is his family. 
His wife is not Jewish, and “in Isra- 
el, my children would not be consid- 
ered Jewish,” he noted. “Things 
happen in one's life that dictate dif- 
ferent trends. I have to think of my 
family's welfare as well as my own.” 


HE IS QUICK to point out, howev- 
er, that he had made the decision to 
stay on in America — turning down a 
Job offer from Hadassah Hospital in 
the process - long before his family 
became a factor. 

“Of all the Israeli-born doctors [ 
know in the U.S.. only a handful 
will ever return to practise medicine 
in Israel. Money is a major reason, 
but it is not the only one. 

“Israeli doctors work under tre- 
mendously difficult conditions: a 
(oo-heavy patient load; not enough 
time to do research; the necessity to 
work on the side in order ta make 
ends meet. It is amazing that Israeli 
medicine is as good as it is, given the 
handicaps it confronts.” 

Maviligit said his moment of truth 
came after he had moved from Bos- 
ton to Houston to study immunolo- 
gy and medical oncology. “One day 
in November 1971. my boss, Dr. 
Evan Hersh ~ an American Jew. 
who has a sister living in Israel — 
came into my office and asked me 
what my plans were for the summer 
of 1972. I told him that I was plan- 
ning to return to work in Israel. To 
my astonishment, he lay down on 
the floor of my cubicle and said: 
“Over my dead body.” 

Hersh told Mavligit, “You can 
make a far greater contribution to

As‘ an inducement’ to keep τῆς 
wavering Mavligit. the department 
offered to pay for his trip to Israel to 
see his family. Once back in the 
States, with the help of the hospital, 
he was able to replace his tourist 
visa with a green card. And after 
only one year at the hospital as a 
fellow, he was appointed an assis- 
tant professor. “That was really 
something” he recalls. “In Israel, 
you work for five to seven years 
before you can achieve that. It 
wasn’t something I could throw 
away so quickly.™ 

In 1975, he applied for the posi- 
tion of chief of oncology at Hadas- 
sah and was one of the two final 
candidates. But the other candidate, 
another expatriate Israeli, was in the 
department of radiotherapy at Stan- 
ford. and according to Maviigit, 
“had an advantage over me because 
of his knowledge of radiotherapy.” 

As he expected, Hadassah chose 
the other candidate, but the hospital 
appealed to Mavligit to come to Je- 
Tusalem as the number two man in 
the department. “‘After some 
thought, I decided against it.” he 
said. “I guess my appetite for career 
superseded all other consider- 
ations.” 

When Hadassah offered him the 
position as head of the oncology de- 
partment in the early 1980s, a com- 
bination of family and professional 
considerations prevented Mavligit 

‘ing ἃ serious candidate. 
One factor was his realization that 
his eventual retirement pension in 
Israel would be very small, because 
he had spent so years in the 
U.S. μὲ ᾿ 

Still, he says that he has never felt 
cut off from Israel. “ talk with col- 
leagues in Israel on almost a weekly 
basis and travel there once or twice 
a year. Colleagues call me for ad- 
vice, and patients call for consulta- 
tions. Those who can afford it fly to 
see me in “Houston, while I try to 
help others over the phone. In one 
case, I flew to Israel to help take 
care of a patient who had once been 
a teacher of mine in medical school. 


THE CONFLICT between the 
Treasury and Magen David Adom 
has all the qualities of a rashomon. 
Each side has its own story, its own 
version; each is convinced of the 
justice of its arguments and the basic 
hostile intentions of the other. 
For MDA, the present confronta- 
tion is about the kind of services it

There are two facts which are 
more or less undisputed: first, in 
June 1987, MDA and the Treasury 
agreed to appoint Nissim Baruch, a 
former Finance Ministry director- 
general, as mediator, agreeing to 
accept whatever recommendations 
he made as a package; and second, 
MDA owes the income tax authori- 
ties about NIS 7.5 million and in 
recent years has intermittently re- 
frained from transferring to the tax 
authorities sums deducted at source 
from the salaries it paid its staff -- 
which is against the law. 

MDA and the Treasury agree 
only on these facts; from there on 
there bas been no agreement on any 
other issue in the dispute. Baruch's 
report was supposed to solve this 
situation. Instead, it made it worse. 
MDA. simply refused to accept it. 
Formally, it claimed that the report 
contained only non-binding recom- 
mendations and that Baruch did not 
understand the basic functions and 
tasks of the organization and simply 
wanted to convert it into ἃ commer- 
cial enterprise. 


BARUCH’S RECOMMENDA- 
TIONS were simple: MDA must cut 
its expenditures by NIS 2.8 million. 
about seven per cent of its total bud- 
get. To do this, it must close down 
six stations and 50 MDA centers, 
and fire 150 redundant workers; it 
must charge full price for its services 
instead of relying on government 
money or on the proceeds of lotter- 
tes (which bring in NIS 6 million a 


year). 

Baruch also recommended rede- 
fining the relations between the or- 
ganization and the overseas 
“Friends” of Magen David Adom,

The Treasury agrees with all these 
findings and recommendations, but 
has some comments of its own. 
MDA. has a staff of 900, but main- 
tains 30 cars for use by its top 30 
officials.

Moreover, it claims, MDA main- 
tains unnecessary stations; there is 
little point, it explains, in having one 
station in Bat Yam and another in 
Holon, a few kilometres away.

According to the minis- 
try, Amos Luria was prepared to 
implement a series of necessary 
changes and efficiency measures, 
and that was why MDA's executive 
decided not to renew his contract.

Το the Jews in Israel, 
America, and all over the World 


Where Should Soviet Jews Go? 


The latest step by the Israel government in creating direct flights to 
Israel for Soviet Jews, to replace the present stop-over in Vienna, is a step 
in the right direction. The issue is not an easy one, for there are many 
factors to understand and layers to uncover. What I want to underline is 
that the above step is by no means a panacea, for it will not bring many 
changes in the real crux of the problem, reflected in the tragic reality that 
almost 90 per cent of the Soviet emigres avoid coming to Israel. Rather, 
the Israel government should begin to change the internal situation, to 
attract immigrants not only from the Soviet Union but from the rest of the 
world. Until Israel develops a truly free economy, provides employment, 
housing, a spiritual life, and bureaucratic treatment that will not rob its 
citizens of their dignity — until new immigrants cease to be exploited by 
crude “party acquisition,” the present immigration situation will remain 
stagnant at best, and the number of yordim will most probably multiply. 
The Soviet Jew who has lived under a ferocious and oppressive 
bureaucracy, and is finally able to leave that gigantic prison has the right 
to look for a place which is a total contrast to the bleak and sour reality he 
has lived through. Consequently, we must offer more than ethnic 
identification; we must nurture and extend the sweet ingredients of “Eretz 
Yisrael Hayafa.” How long will cruelty, cynicism and indifference govern 
this country? We have the human elements but there is a pressing need 
for change, to make the miracle of “Eretz Yisrael Hayafa” a daily living 
and palpable reality. Let us do it. Now. Today. Not tomorrow, today. We 
have in our hearts a sea of love. Let us all share it in our daily lives. 

The methods we have used up to now to rescue Soviet Jews are obsolete 
and extremely expensive. Although they were all set up with good 
intentions, there is an excessive number of conferences and committees 
throughout the world working for Soviet Jewry. It is essentially a positive 
thing, yet the organization of public demonstrations, international 
congresses and congresses over all the continents is too costly. Jews all 


i * over thé'world are,spending millions to get only small numbers of Jews out 
--:.of Russia. This money: should be channelled into more positive endeavours. 


“It should be spent in great absorption projects in this country, in the 
' upgrading of the employment situation, in the construction of houses and 

_ schools, and in creating a spiritual and cultural atmosphere for the new 
immigrant. 

My great friend and now collaborator, Jerry Goodman, was until very 
recently director of the National Conference on Soviet Jewry in the United 
' States; he worked without end for six months to take 250,000 people to 

~ Washington to demonstrate for the rights of Soviet Jews. Before the 
- Moscow summit, the senior American Jewish leaders had innumerable 
conferences with President Reagan, with Shultz and other high executives 
‘in the present administration. What emerged from all this? Did one Soviet 
Jew come to Israel as a result? - 

The Soviet Jews are hostages that Gorbachev wants to sell at a very 
high price. They are, for him, an economic resource like oil or gold, needed 
‘to maintain his tumbling empire. He let the leaders of the “refuseniks” 
emigrate, in order to get rid of them, leaving the rest of the Jewish masses 
there nullified and immobilized. 

Very soon, we will propose a project that will have two main points: To 
create in the Soviet Union a new spiritual re-awakening of Judaism, we 
will renew the spirit of Eliezer at Masada. Of course, this will involve 
confronting the KGB, imprisonment and suffering, but has anything been 
achieved throughout history without struggle and sacrifice? We, the Jews, 
have throughout the centuries made revolution for others; we have sung 
the anthems of others, we have raised barricades for other armies and 

"supported their struggles, we have created cultures that later spat us out 
from their midst. We have offered our necks to the ropes and our bodies to 
the attos-da-fe. Our life has been that of the long knife of St. 
Bartholomew. For the sake of God, let’s finish once and for all with this. 
There has been no better time in history than today, for the Soviet system 
is struggling for its survival. Many minorities are standing up for their 
independence. The Soviet Empire is crumbling. Without Western trade, 
credits and technology, the Soviet Union, with Mr. Gorbachev’s 

restroika and glasnost will never survive. : ; 
ey will organize a world protest of such strength that the Soviet Empire 
will not beable to resist! There are many ways to exert pressure that have 

᾿ not yet been used. For ézample, McDonalds is about to open 20 
restaurants in Moscow. We will speak to the executives of this firm, and 
demand that they make it a condition that, in exchange for opening these 

‘restaurants, the Soviet Union should release a considerable-number of 

Jews and allow them to emigrate. If they refuse to do so, we will tell the 

ον Jewish ‘children of America to stop eating McDonalds’ hamburgers. 

McDonalds restaurants in. Moscow are very important for Gorbachev 

because they will be a western-investments showcase. 


Secondly, we will once and for all put a stop to the boycotting of Israel 
and its economy, as Japan and other countries are now doing. We have the 
ways and the means: to talk numbers and facts to the Japanese economic 
authorities. 

We know about the airlines which refuse to land in Jerusalem. They 
have so many travellers, and we are going to deal with the matter very. 
forcefully. Dukakis promises now to transfer the American Embassy from 
Tel Aviv to Jerusalem. Promises, promises! As soon as they are elected, 
they forget all their promises, be it in Canada or elsewhere. Let him sign 
an undertaking before he gets the Jewish vote. 


LET US STOP ONCE AND FOR ALL COMPLACENCY AND 
COMPLICITY. 


We have more strength to exert in the right direction than we ourselves 


think or know. 


Concerning organizations like HIAS, I will repeat what I have said 
before on many occasions — these organizations and the people that work 
for them are afraid to lose their jobs, their salaries and their honours. They 
do not seem to comprehend that they belong to the past; what we are 
talking about is the future. If they truly want to work for our struggle for 
Judaism, let them join our movement. For many years, Ellis Island has not 
been a receiving port; it is becoming a museum. Do they want to become 
part of this museum, or would they rather join us and work for the 
rejuvenation of Judaism in the world? 

Things change; one finds metamorphosis and creativity everywhere. 
They should join forces with the Agenda For Renewal. But, if they do 
decide to join us, there is a condition: they must pack up their ideas with 
moth balls, and consign them to history — in our organization there is no 
room for bureaucracy or defeatism. We are the movement of youth, of the 


' children, of fresh idéas which spring from the richriess of our old-new 


culture. 

All the Soviet Jews should come to this beautiful, free and democratic 
country. Let the doors be opened wide, and let each one decide his own 
future. 

The plan is as follows: (1) Up-grade the quality of life in Israel. (2) “Sell” 
Israel to the Soviet Jews through any means of communication we have 
available, legal or illegal, telling them that Israel is a beautiful country 
with kind people full of sweetness and love. (3) Mount a world campaign 
that will exert such pressure that the Soviet Union will be forced to let our 
people go. We have many things in our favour. We must work together, 
the Israel government, the people of Israel and Jews all over the world. 

I want to offer thanks for the impressive treatment I have been given by 
the people of this land, for the support of my friends and collaborators. 
Thanks also to the hundreds of people that came to see me and who 
surrounded me with friendship and love, which more than once brought 
tears to my eyes. Together we will do great things for Israel and the 
Jewish people, despite the KGB, and the Pope, who has dared to lump the 
Holocaust with abortions, drug-addiction, narcotics and prostitution. 

I especially want to thank the group of beautiful people that work for 
that very special organization, VOLUNTEERS FOR ISRAEL, and the 
commanders of the army bases that made my heart expand with 
happiness and pride. If this was the only cause left in this world, I would 
still give my life for it. 

I will be back in October to take part in the most impressive festival in 
the history of Israel, which will take place on the slopes of Masada.

“In those days, every neighbourhood in 
Jerusalem lived its own life.

Batei 
Saidoff (“Saidoff Houses,” after the Bokharan 
Jewish family that built the compound in Jaffa Road 
between Mahane Yehuda and the old Shaare 
Zedek Hospital), or better known us "Abu Bassal.”

We prayed at the Be’er Yaacov 
synagogue. a Sephardi one where prayers were 
conducted in Hebrew and Ladino, my mother

's father, Shaul Nahmias, was a graduate 
of the second class of the Mikve Israe} 
agricultural high school.

After graduation, Shaul Nahmias went to Paris 
to try his luck. A few years later he returned to 
Jerusalem, where he became a gharry (horse- 
drawn carriage) driver. “My father,” recalls Yosef 
Nahmias, “would take tourists in his gharry to 
Damascus, Palmira, Beirut and Amman. He used to 
call out the names of places by their Arabic names. 
For me it was not Emek Yizre'el-Jezreel Valley, but 
Marj Ton Aamer, the Arabic name. 

“No Jew would have dreamt then of addressing 
an Arab in Hebrew -- it was unbeard of in those 
days. If you waated to talk to an Arab, you spoke 
Arabic. They didn’t understand Hebrew at 41}.

Menachem Shalev interviews the Foreign Ministry's Ehud Gol, who has just 
ended his stint as ministry spokesman prior to taking up his new posting as 
consul-general in Rio de Janiero 


EHUD GOL. who this month end- 
ed four years of hectic service in the 
Foreign Ministry's spokesman's of- 
fice. is an avid soccer fan. Thus, it 
was only appropriate that Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres played on 
both Gols interests and his name in 
bidding farewell to the 42-year-old 
civil servant: “Thank you for keep- 
ing Israel's goal clean.” Peres said. 

Gol departs next week to take up 
his post as consul-seneral in Rio de 
Janeiro. Over the past four vears. 
and especially since the start of the 
intifada seven months ago, he has 
been on the frontlines of the often 
futile attempt. to preserve Israel's 
image. Many goals have been struck 
against [srael’s image during this 
time, but unlike many of his col- 
leagues, Gal does nat accuse the 
bulk of the foreign media of being 
biased against Israel. 

“We are not like other countries. 
and this is our strength.” he said in 
an interview this week. “The Falk- 
lands and Grenada are not like the 
West Bank. and I don't want us to 
be compared to Jran or Iraq.” 

Indeed, Gol has ἃ very high opin- 
ion of the resident foreign journal- 
ists. who, he says, are usnally “high- 
ly qualified and fair reporters who 
have an in-depth knowledge” of the 
area. By and large. he adds. the 
coverage of recent events by these 
residents has been fair and 
balanced. 

At the height of the intifada, how- 
ever, the 250-strong foreign press 
corps — which is comprised of for- 
eigners and Israeli stringers — were 
in a distinct minority, as more than 
600 reporters who do not reside here 
descended on Israel to cover what 
was then the hottest story in journal- 
ism. The visiting journalists get 
much lower grades from Gol. 

Many of these reporters, he says, 
came to Israel with preconceived 
notions and a preconceived aim of 
besmirching Israel, whatever the 
facts. The trip and expenses of some 
were even funded by hostile organi- 
zations. including the PLO. 

Visiting reporters who were not 


prejudiced, Gol said, were, in many 


cases, simply arrogant and preten- 
tious. After only a few days in Isra- 
el, a reporter for the presitigious 
New York Times, who had never 
been here before, published a wide- 
ranging article on “The Soul of Isra- 


{ εἰ, Asks Gol: Can you imagine. 


someone spending two days in the 
United States and writing an article 
on the soul of America? I would 
expect a little more modesty." 

The term “foreign journalists” is 
not a homogenous one, Gol says. 
He differentiates between resident 
and visiting foreign journalists, be- 
tween those who work for the print 
and electronic media, the press 
agencies and the rest -- and he heaps 
special scom on what he terms 
“contractors.” 

Gol says the contractors — Israeli 


Ministry for Religious Atfalrs 
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photographers hired by foreign 
News Organizations — run around 
without reporters. want to make an 
impression on their employers. and 
“sometimes provoke incidents in- 
stead of covering them.” One of the 
few press restrictions that Gol advo- 
cates is barring television crews 
from roaming free without report- 
ers. who he says are “much more 
responsible.“ 


TELEVISION. Gol says. is “our 
most difficult problem.” He udmits 
that “there is nothing much we can 
do™ to counter the impression made 
by a televised picture of a weapons- 
bearing army confronting stone- 
throwing children. 

Television reports. he says, run 
far 50 ta 60 seconds. and there is no 
toom for background or depth in 
them. Gol believes that the more 
background and depth ἢ reporter 
has. the better for Israel's image. 
“The reporters must understand 
thar the history of the Middle East 
did not start on December 9." 

What Gol terms “wild competi- 
tion” among foreign television bu- 
reaus also contributes to bad cover- 
age for Israel. Numerous television 
stations and networks are represent- 
ed here, and their reporters will 
seek “the sensational and the ex- 
treme” in order τὸ compete and to 
get their reports on the evening 
news — a “calm and comfortable” 
story just won't do. says Gol., 

Competition affects the way jour- 
nalists work. as can the widespread 
phenomenon of “herd journalism.” 
Gol says. If ten journalists cover a 
Story in a certain way, the eleventh 
is not going to differ. 

Herd journalism and social pres- 
sures are intensified in the hotel of 
choice of many foreign reporters. 
the American Colony Hotel in East 
Jerusalem. “We pay a very high 
price for what goes on at the Ameri- 
can Colony.” Gol says. 

At the American Colony. jour- 
nalists are persistently pressured by 
Palestinian lobbyists and are also 
influenced by the exotic decor, Gol 
says. “The moment they don a safari 
suit, they suddenly think that they 
have become Emest Hemingway or 
some fabled war reporter,” he says. 
“They are filled with a sense of his- 
torical purpose and forget that they 
are supposed to report on the 


-events, Rot fo participate in them. 


ALTHOUGH a civil servant, Gol 
does not hesitate to criticize the cur- 
rent priorities of the Foreign Minis- 
ty and the “lack of proper re- 
sources and waste of existing ones.” 

Gol spent four years dealing in 
hasbara in the U.S.. and another 
four years here as deputy spokes- 
man and then spokesman. "After 
dealing with both. 1 have no doubt 
that the degree of influence and ef- 
fectiveness of a single article written 
here and printed in a major publica- 
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tion abroad is a thousand times 
greater that all the Aasbaru materials 
which are distributed through our 
embassies abroad.” 

But at the ministry, there are δ) 
people who deal in Aasbara. and 
only four who deal with foreign 
journalists. He heaps praise on his 
subordinates at the spokesman’s of- 
fice. but adds, “the lack of manpow- 
er means that vou have no chance to 
influence. The Palestinians have 
scores of representatives who ac- 
company foreign journalists here. 
We have none. If an Israeli official 
accompanies a reporter for two or 
three days, the reporter gets a per- 
spective which undoubtedly moder- 
ates his story. It won't turn him into 
a lover of Zion, but it will have a 
definite effect.” 

The three agencies that deal with 
foreign journalists - the Foreign 
Ministry, Government Press Office 
and IDF spokesman - did not draw 
the proper conclusions from [srael"s 
Previous Aasbura batthe during the 
1982 Lebanon War. Gal says. He 
advocates massive reserve manpow- 
er allocations for these agencies in 
limes of crisis. and much greater 
coordination between them. 

Gol’s four-year term in the 
spokesman’s office coincided with 
the two-headed nationul unity gov- 
emment and its contradictory poli- 
cies and diplomatic emphases. He 
successfully walked the political 
tightrope born of that situation. and 
says that the Foreign Ministry 
spokesman “must be free of internal 
politics. and should not be seen as 
representing one side or the other.” 

At the same time. however, the 
spokesman’s first priarity is to rep- 
resent the line of the Foreign Minis- 
try. “The fact that this is dictated bv 
a political way of thinking is no se- 
cret.”” Gol says. “but the complex- 
ities of the situation must always be 
explained. 

Both Israeli and foreign journal- 
ists have been highly appreciative of 
Gol's unbiased briefings. and many 
have established close personal rela- 
tionships with him. The key to a 
spokesman’s success, he says. is his 
ability to establish this personal rap- 
port with his “clients.” 

His home telephone used to be 
engaged constantly. Last month. 
when Gol ended his term of office. 
the phones stopped ringing. “The 
first three days were very difficult. 
The phone rate at my house went 
down from 4U-50 a day to barely 
one-and-a-half.” he says. “At first I 
took it as ἃ personial insult. believing 
that people had forgotten me. Bur 
now I've recovered. und I'm even 
starting to enjoy it.” 

Next week Gol departs for distant 
Rio. leaving behind the hectic pace 
and madding crowd that engaged 
him here, non-stop. for four years. 
Reporters say he will be sorely 
missed, and add with certainty that 
the feeling will be mutual.

IN THE 1959 KNESSET elections, the Ma- 
pai leader and prime minister. David Ben- 
Gurion. who was going on 73. personally 
rammed down the throats of his party's Old 
Guard the co-optation of four new young 
faces ~ Moshe Dayan, Abba Eban, Shimon 
Peres and Giora Josephthal--to the party's list 
of candidates and later to its leadership in the 
new cabinet he was to form after the 
elections. 

Josephthal, who deserves much of the cred- 
it for the superhuman task of absorbing the 
flood of destitute new immigrants who 
flooded into the even more destitute State of 
Israel in its first few years, died at a young age 
several years later. The other three went on 
to become central figures in the country’s and 
the Labour Party's leadership for the better 
part of the next three decades. 

In 1969, Herut's Menachem Begin co-opi- 
ed Aluf Ezer Weizman. who was still serving 
as the IDF's deputy chief of staff. as one of his 
party’s cabinet ministers in the then govern- 
ment of national unity under prime minister 
Golda Meir. 

in the 1973 elections, Golda and Pinhas 
Sapir pushed former Chiefs of Staff Yitzhak 
Rabin and Haim Bar-Lev into the Labour 
Party's top echelon primarily as counter- 
weights to Dayan and Peres as possible suc- 
cessors:to themselves and their Old Guard 
colleagues. On the right. recently retired Aluf 
Ariel Sharon, chagrined over the fact that he 
had intentionally been passed over for the 
position of IDF Chief of Staff, went on to play 
a crucial role in the coalescing of the Likud. 

In 1988, the teeming central committees of 
the two major parties have assumed the job of 
introducing new blood —some of it promising. 
some baneful — into their respective leader- 
ship arteries. 


THE POINT OF THE thumb-nail political 
history above, is that this is nothing new. 
Contrary to the widespread impressions, the 
Israeli party system has been rather good 
over the years in bringing forward new faces 
into the ranks of political leadership. 
Whether the new faces always constituted 
an improvement over the old is a very debat- 
able proposition, as is the contention that the 
tew manner of the selection of the jist of 
candidates is palpably better than the older 
Israeli equivalent of the American smoke- 
filled back rooms of party politics. The steady 
introduction of new faces into positions from 
which they can compete for the top leader- 
ship. in whichever way it was done. is a

healthy reflection of the demographic reali- 
ties which have made Israel during these past 
40 years the fastest-changing society in the 
world. 

Will the personal changes make a differ- 
ence? This should be considered in three 
separate cantexts: 

How will the personal makeup of the new 
lists affect the electoral chances of their re- 
spective parties? How will they affect the 
quality of governance to be expected from 
one or another future government coalition, 
and the quality of the Knesset itself? And 
what impact will they have on the forthcom- 
ing internal leadership struggles in the two 
major parties? 

{n regard to the first question, there seem 
to be contradictory indications: in most past 
elections the personal composition of the par- 
ties’ lists had a distinctly minor effect — if that 
— on voters’ decisions. Israeli politics were 
always much more oriented around issues and 
ideology than on personalities. The exception 
to this, of course, were the personalities of 
the top leader — Ben-Gurion, Golda, or Begin 
~ in each party. But the overwhelming major- 
ity of voters was rarely capable of identifying 
the names of the candidates on the lists for 


which they had voted, immediately below . 


that of their respective Number Ones — and 
apparently couldn’t care less. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, a central feature 
of recent elections has been the widespread 
phenomenon of negative voting. Many voters 
made their final decision not on the basis of 
whom they supported but on which party or 
party leader they detested and feared most. 

1 believe this factor will again play a major 
role in how voters will make up their minds in 
this election. The conventional wisdom that 
the large number of voters in the middle will 
be the ones to determine the outcome of 
these elections is basically correct. Given that 
premise, it seems to me that one outcome of 
the recent candidate-selection process in the 
two major parties may well serve to tip the 


scales among those undecided voters in fa- 
vour of Labour. 

I am referring to the tactical triumph of 
Arik Sharon over Moshe Arens in this week's 
selection by the Herut central committee. and 
Arens' backing down from a direct confronta- 
tion with David Levy for the number two spot 
on the list. 

The implication of those developments is 
that Arik stands a better chance than ever 
before of returning as minister of defence if 
the Likud wins the elections. I believe that 
such ἃ possibility will be sufficient to congeat 
the blood in the veins of many undecided 
voters in the middle even to the extent of 
helping them overcome their deep suspicions 
of Labour leader Shimon Peres in regard to 
the issue of the international conference and 
future negotiations over the fate of the 
territories. 

Israel has been badly governed by cabinets 
of both parties in the last decade and more. In 
the outgoing unity government it is a toss-up 
whether Labour's Yitzhak Navon, Haim Bar- 
Lev, Mordechai Gur, Shoshana Arbeli-A!- 
moslino or Ya’acov Tsur have done worse 
jobs in their respective ministries than have 
the Likud’s David Levy. Arik Sharon, Moshe 
Katsav, Avraham Sharir. or Haim Corfu in 
theirs. 

When it comes to the quality of gover- 
nance, this last decade can hardly be said to 
have been Israel's shining hour, and the de- 
pressing evidence is there for all to see in the 
mishandling of the crises in the fields of 
health, education, the general labour scene, 
agriculture and the failure to get ahead with 
tackling urgent economic problems following, 
the stanching of the hyper-inflation three 
years ago, 


THERE IS NO indication that the central 
committees of the two major parties have 
paid any attention to the question of the 
record of candidates’ past performances in 
making their choices. The co-opted new faces 
in the past usually had impressive records in

their own fields. What is perhaps even more 
worrisome is the near total absence of high- 
level lawyers and professional economists 
from the lists of both parties, and the total 
lack of scientists, physicians, social workers 
and leading educators. It will again be a Knes- 
set made up nearly entirely of professional -- 
mostly local -politicians, with decidedly inad- 


equate leavening of professional expertise. 
The most important atea in which we can. 


to see a crucial impact of the recent 
internal elections in the two parties is on their 
Tespective internal struggles for leadership. 
This can be d to occur much sooner in 
the Likud than in Labour, although it will 


happen.in Labour. too. Prime Minister Yitz- ‘ 


hak Shamir, 73. has been serving as leader of 
the Likud in succession to Menachem Begin 
for the past five years. not because of his own 
innate leadership qualities but as a lacklustre 
compromise candidate whose main function 
has been to rescue his party from a premature 
all-out fight between David Levy, Ariel Shar- 
on and Moshe Arens and their respective 
camps. 

The events of the past few days around the 
intemal Herut elections and the literal may- 
hem which marked previous attempts to con- 
vene Herut conventions in the past few years 
should provide ample evidence of the ambi- 
ence one can expect to inform that struggic 
when it finally does break out. David Levy , 
especially, has again shown that the only 
thing he and his henchmen bring to the politi- 
cal scene is a determination to perpetuate and 
exacerbate the ethnic tensions that have been 
waning naturally in the rest of the social 
scene. 


THERE [5 GOOD reason to expect that the 
all-out push for the succession in the Likud 
will break ont during the term of the next 
Knesset. The results of this week's internal 
Herut elections would seem to indicate that 
the chances that Arik Sharon, David Levy or 
a combination of the two will be the ones to 
succeed Shamir and take over the party — as 
opposed to Arens and his camp of the youn- 
ger "princely scions” of the Revisionist Old 
Guard — are greater than they were only a 
week ago. 

It is, of course, impossible to predict the 
outcome of such political struggles with any 
certainty. It would seem to me. however, that 
it is much safer for the country that that war 
of all against all should take place while the 
Likud is in opposition rather than when its 
leaders are also trying to run the country.

But whatever objections 
may be raised, it is certainly prefera- 
ble to leave the matter in the hands 
of the president of the District Court 
rather than to introduce the Judges 
Nominations Committee, and all 
that goes with it. 


UNDER THE existing system. 
there are three levels of courts in 
Israel. 

On the first level, Magistrates 
Courts deal with civil claims up to an 
umount of NIS 150,000. They also 
deal with criminal cases involving a 
possible prison sentence up to three 
years, and a fine up to NIS 15,000, 
On the second level, District 
Courts deal with all civil cases 
not within the jurisdiction of Magis- 
trates Courts, and exercises unlimit- 
ed jurisdiction in criminal cases. 
They also sit as a court of appeal 
from the Magistrates Courts. The 
highest level, the Supreme Court, 
acts in three capacities — as ἃ court of 
civil sppeals and as ἃ court of crimi- 
nal appeals from the District Courts, 
and as the High Court of Justice. 

A litigant who loses his case in the 
Magistrates Court has a right of ap- 
peal to the District Court. and may 
appeal further to the Supreme Court 
by leave of the District or the Su- 
preme Court. However, a litigant 
who loses in the District Court in a 
vase which started in that court, or 
as the unsuccessful respondent in an 
appeal to that court. mav appeal to 
the Supreme Court us of right. 

The Supreme Court sitting as the 
High Court of Justice (hagutz), 
hears mutters not within the juris- 
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diction of any other court with 
which it finds it proper to deal in the 
interest of justice. In this capacity it 
hears petitions against bodies or 
persons fulfilling duties imposed 
upon them by law.. 

A citizen aggrieved by a decision 
of a governmental or local authority 
has direct access to the High Court 
of Justice upon payment of a nomi- 
nal fee. It is in this capacity that the 
Supreme Court deals with cases of 
constitutional and public impor- 
tance of the first magnitude. Be- 
cause of their importance it is. as a 
rule, vital that the court's decision in 
such cases be given as soon as 
possible. 


IT IS a known fact that all the courts 
are seriously overloaded, and it was 
thought that steps should be taken 
particularly to ease the burden on 
the Supreme Court. in view of its 
duty to deal adequately and speedly 
with the crucial issues brought be- 
fore it as the High Court of Justice. 

This whole subject was consid- 
ered hy a commission appointed in 
1979. under the chairmanship of 
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Justice Moshe Landau. a former 
president of the Supreme Court. 
That commission recommended 
that provision be made, within the 
framework of the District Courts for 
the hearing of civil and criminal ap- 
peals from the courts by District 
Court judges. This step would re- 
lieve the Supreme Court of hearing 
numerous appeals on sentence only. 
and civil appeals which involved 
small sums, or even large amounts, 
but which were of importance only 
to the litigants themselves, and in- 
valved πὸ points of principles or 
public importance. Thereafter, the 
whole subject of the structure of the 
courts was considered by the Minis- 
try of Justice, and two bills were laid 
before the Knesset for their first 
reading. 


THESE BILLS provide for two ma- 
jor changes in the courts system. 
Firstly. they embody the estublish- 
ment of an Appeals Division in the 
existing District Courts. The presi- 
dent of the District Court will pre- 
side over the Appeals Division, and 
the other appeal judges will be 
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nominated by the Judges Nomina- 
tions Committee in consultation 
with the court president. This divi- 
sion will hear appeals from the Mag- 
istrates Courts and from the District 
Courts. A further appeal to the Su- 
preme Court will only be allowed by 
leave of the Supreme Court itself. 
The second far-reaching change 
provides for the unification at a later 
for which it will grant leave. 


into force when so ordered by the 
minister of justice. It was contem- 
plated that the first change would be 
introduced without delay, while the 
second would only be implemented 
after a trial period, and the making 
of proper arrangements for the 
smooth functioning of the unified 
court of first instance. + 


IT WOULD assume that the estab- 
lishment of a Court of Appeal be- 
tween the District Courts and the 
Supreme Court would arouse little 
opposition. However, the establish- 
ment of an Appeal Division within 
the District Courts is certainly very 
problematic. 

The functioning in the same court 
of two groups of judges of different 
status is bound, in the nature of 
things, to create difficulties. If such 
Appeal Divisions are to be created, 
then — the appeal judges should be 
selected by the court president. not 
in rotation, but on the basis of the 
judges available for the task, consid- 
ering the other work of the court. 

Itis argued that neither the judges 
ποτ the public will accept a situation 
in which judges of equal rank over- 
tule a colleague's decision. I myself 
reject this argument utterly, and in- 
deed practised abroad as counsel 
under a system where the practice 


Will Israel remain ‘Western’? 


THE POLITICAL arena is so overwhelmed by 
daily crises. so preoccupied with the coming 
elections. that politicians tend to ignore Israel's 
one real issue: are we going to remain, in years 
to come. a true democracy and a member of 
that exclusive club of prosperous Westem soci- 
eties? That is the crux of the political matter, 
and the future of the Zionist enterprise depends 
on the answer. 

Phrased in simple terms, the questions that 
every thinking Israeli. indeed every thinking 
Jew, must ask himself, are rudimentary. Take 
an arbitrary date: the year 2000 -- a not too 
distant date - is a good choice. In that year 
present-day toddlers will start their military ser- 
vice and there will be approximately 2 million 
Palestinians in “greater Israel." Will Israel still 
be seen in 2000 as part of the Western demo- 
cratic world? Will we be able to abide by the 
elementary rules observed by that world = i.e. 
grant full rights to all the people under our 
jurisdiction - or will present trends force us into 
an openly discriminatory regime? 

Will Israel opt, because of “greater Israel.” 
for that sort of political system that sins against 
the old Zionist credo, embodied in the Declara- 
tion of Independence, and that Jews have tradi- 
tionally abhorred? Will Israel be able to retain 
its position as an associate member of the Euro- 
pean Community, which by the year 2000 will 
have become one unified market? Will israeli 
goods and services be able to compete in West- 
em markets? 

The disturbing fact is that not only do these 
questions remain unanswered, but they are sel- 
dom raised. And yet they touch upon two inter- 
twined existential issues: our capacity to be 
politically associated with the free world, which 
has traditionally been friendly, or at least not

It is appropriate to mention here 
the ease with which some commen- 
tators dismiss the objections of the 
District Court judges as being based 
on questions of status. No doubt 
personal status is important to some 
people, but it is not the status of the 
judges but the status of the court 
that is important in this regard. 

The existence of courts of differ- 
ent levels to deal with different 
types of cases is not peculiar to Isra- 
el. It is an accepted norm, and was 
introduced here by the British Man- 
datory authorities on the basis. 
There is nothing wrong in less expe- 
rience judges, appointed with fewer 
qualifications, dealing with what are 
generally less complicated cases, 
and more experienced and better 
qualified judges, dealing with more 
complicated cases, in which more is 
at stake -- either in the nature of the 
case, or in its consequences. 

One can assume that an open- 
heart operation demands a more ex- 
perienced and skilful surgeon than 
the correction of a simple hernia. 
And a murder trial, with a possible 
life sentence is its conclusion. is very 
different from the average traffic vi- 
olation case, or a civil claim for NIS 
30.000. The concept of all these

Bush seized upon the opportunity τὸ 
visit Israel.

tude, the pilot simply increases the 
intensity of a gas flame located un- 
derneath the “envelope” or upper 
portion, of the balloon. 

In the Arad race, Bush appears to 
have a major advantage over the 
other fliers: "Conditions here in the 
Negev are just like back home in 
Texas, where we also have rich irri- 
gation farm land alongside desert 
wasteland,” he says. 

But this similarity turn out to be 
of little help to us as winds force the 
craft steadily northward and the fin- 
ishing marker begins to disappear 
from sight. “‘The problem is that we 
got a late start today. The higher up 
the sun gets, the more thermals we 
run into.” Thermals, for those of us 
who don't race balloons, are the bal- 
loonists’ nemesis: Rapid air move- 
ments caused by the sun's increasing 
intensity which make it virtually im- 
possible to manueuver the craft. 

“We're going in exactly the oppo- 
site direction to what we want. I'd 
better try something else, ἡ Bush 
says. He pumps the gas and we be- 
gin to rise to over 3,000 feet. Look- 
ing northward, we see the point 
where the Negev plain meets the 
Hebron Mountains, whose highest 
peaks are well below eye level. 

Suddenly, a group of six IAF Fuga 
training planes streaked across the 
sky to our east, performing aerobat- 


umentary filmmakers, among them 
Parisienne Vivian Ostrovsky. “Ac- 
tually I would prefer to be called a 
film journalist,” she said. “A docu- 
mentary filmmaker usually suggests 
someone who goes off on a specific 
venture with an idea already in 
mind.” 

Rather than beginning with an 
idea, said Ostrovsky, she starts by 
accumulating film footage. “I don’t 
know in what direction it will tead 
me. My films are collages, mostly 
without narrative. The first dealt 
with the atmosphere of night life in 
major Evropean cities. I am a great 
people watcher and I do my best to 
capture the rich variety of the nor- 
mal folk.” 

“My desire is to avoid cliches, to 
bring in new elements to jar the 
viewer. For example I made a movie 
of Orthodox Jews celebrating Sim- 
hat Torah to which I added a sound 
track of samba music; or scenes of 
people walking and jogging on the 

baana Beach in Rio de Ja- 


neiro with a sound track of a soccer, 


match commentary. I accelerated 
the beach action to catch up with the 
rapid fire sportscasting.” 

This seeming discordancy of sight 
and sound makes for “ironic, home- 


less images like that of the Wander-. 


ing Jew,” said the American-born, 
Brazilian-raised, Paris-based Jewish 
filmmaker. 

By working in the world of film, 
she is continuing a family tradition 
begun by her. father George Os- 
trovsky. “My father was the Zionist 
in the family.

ics far beyond the capacity of our 
own better looking but less sophisti- 
cated craft. “Those planes don't 
faze me on bit,” Bush says as he 
guips down a mouthful of iced wa- 
ter. Between the butane flame and 
the summer sun it is over 40 degrees. 

At 3,500 ft., we finally catch 2 
favourable wind. * We've got a new 
lease on life.”

Although Bush tries to find an- 
other wind by reducing altitude. we 
remains hopelessly remote from the 
marker as the 90 minute period al- 
lotted for the race expires.

At this point. we are drifting per- 
ilously close to the Beduin town of 
Kseife at an altitude of less than 100 
feet.

“REGGAE MUSIC is true music.” this beautiful 
young man sings as he stands on the stage with his 
even younger brothers and sisters about him und his 
late father’s prophetic mantle aver the whole show. 

The few older people sitting on the grass at the 
Reggae festival this week. somewhere south of Ofu- 
kim in the Negev, came to see Bob Marley's son. the 
heir. But most of the crowd came to see Zipey 
Marley. a star in his own right who has somehow 
managed to preserve the basic religious and political 
message of his father’s kind of reggae. Marley's 
incredible beauty could have been “sold in many 
packages, but he seems. on stage, to stick to the 
essence of this music, which emerged from the slums 
of Kingston, Jamaica. 

His unlined face seems to suggest that he didn’t 
suffer in the slums. Yet he stands up and sings. 
almost croons to the Israelis on the grass “you pris-

A victim of success 


OLD JAFFA is a perfect place to 
visit on a lazy summer's eve, when, 
with the sun setting over the quaint 
harbour and a cool sea breeze ruf- 
fling your hair, you can stroll 
through the verdant gardens and 
old-world alleys to your heart's con- 
tent. So lovely is it thought to be 
that the location has proved a mag- 
net for brides and grooms who come 
to be photographed in the romantic 
setting on their way to the wedding 
ceremony. 

But bridaJ couples stayed well 
away this week as Jaffa was over- 
whelmed by hordes of visitors. The 
Tel Aviv municipality's Jaffa Nights 
festival, which ran from Saturday till 
last night, attracted far in excess of 
the 250.000 expected visitors. 

Theoretically, at least, there was 
plenty for them to see. Endless vari- 
eties of theatre, music, dance, and 
art seemed to promise something for 
everyone, but unfortunately the fes- 
tival became a victim of its own suc- 
cess. People arrived in such num- 
bers that it was impossible to see 
many of the performances. and 
moving from one place to another 
Necessitated major efforts. a situa- 
tion worsened by the lack of sign- 
posts. 

The event was planned to be Tel 
Aviv's major summer happening. 
Eight new plays were premiered at 
the festival. while musical perfor- 
mances ranged from a stunning per- 
formance of jazz, blues, and soul by 
the Black Hebrews from Dimona to 
virtuoso concerts by the 14-member 
Mariachi-de America ensemble 
brought over specially from Mexico. 

The largest stage was constructed 
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in Gan Hapisga. where the biggest 
crowd-pullers performed. All these 
shows were inundated by crowds, 
but few of those who managed to 
squeeze in were disappointed. Si Hi- 
Man and Ehud Banai hosted a wide 
range of up-and-coming Israeli 
rockers on Sunday night. while on 
Tuesday Yehuda Poliker drew fans 
from miles around with his special 
brand of Greco-Israeli rock. To add 
to the flavour of his performance, he 
was joined by the Opostrodomikis 
Company, one of Greece's finest 
tembetiko (protest music) ensem- 
bles, 

The atmosphere was a bit more 
calm on Wednesday. when veteran 
crooner Yehoram Gaon took the 
stage to serenade the throngs with 
his unique brand of shmaltz. The 
festival was due to close last night 
with a performance by composer 
Shlomo Grunich and the Israel 
Chamber Orchestra with a special 
thythm section and an 18-member 
ensemble from the Rimon Jazz 
School. 

On numerous other platforms 
dotted over the Old Jaffa complex, 
other performers entertained with 
musi¢ and dance styles including 
classical, jazz. “40s, "50s. “60s and 
‘70s compositions, flamenco and 
Latin American. All in all the per- 
formers did remarkably well, more 
often than not succeeding in getting 
feet shuffling and hands clapping. 

Throughout, the festival was 
punctuated by a series of street per- 


formances by clowns, mimes and 
jugglers. Much of the effect of such 
Street theatre was diminished by 
lack of space and restricted move- 
ment, but there was something 
about the informality of these artists 
and their mingling among the 
crowds that in part compensated for 
these problems. 

The theatrical aspect of the festi- 
val was perhaps the most successful. 
These were the only events for 
which tickets had to be bought, and 
the result was that these were the 
only events that weren't overcrowd- 
ed. The productions were generally 
of modest proportions, and concen- 
trated on portraying real characters 
and situations rather than using gim- 
micks and flashy sets to numb the 
senses of their audiences. 

But the overriding impression of 
the festival was the huge crowds that 
descended on Jaffa, completely de- 
Stroying its usual romantic atmo- 
sphere. Parking and traffic prob- 
lems were often of nightmare 
proportions. and the sidewalks were 
as congested with people as the 
Streets were with cars. 

The heat wave didn’t help much 
either. The temperature and humid- 
ity were reminiscent of a tropical 
rain forest, and the only people who 
enjoyed the conditions were ice 
cream and cold drink vendors who 
must have matched their average 
yearly income in just one week. 

Festival organizers ecknowledged 
that the crowding was problematic 
and promised to try to improve 
things next vear. ‘Everything has a 
price.” said one philosophically. 
“and this was the price of success."

MOSES ASKED of the Lord, “God of the 
spirit of all-flesh,” to appoint a leader for his 
people. Why the use of this particular expres- 
sion when addressing God in this instance? Says 
Rashi: Thus said Moses, “Lord of the Universe, 
who knows like you do, how diverse are their 
views from one another. Please appoint over 
them a leader that will be able to tolerate each 
one of the according to his particular view! 
Moreover, Moses asked for a man “that will 
σο out before them and come in before them,” 
an astute military leader. But when God told 
him to appoint Joshua, he introduced him as a 
“man in whom there is spirit” (verse 17). From 
this moment onward, a mule was laid down that a 
valiant military man in Israel could also be a 


“man in whom there is spirit” and that these . 


two characteristics need not necessarily contra- 
dict each other. From King David.“the sweet 
singer of Israel” who could see the Lord as both

The qualities of leadership 


For the rebbe, it was the first visit 
back since he came to Israel in 1944. 
When he looked out of the windows 
of the synagogue in Warsaw, he said 
that for him, the very buildings were 
weeping at the great destruction that 
had taken place there.

Moses asked for a leader who could tolerate 
all the diverse views and opinions of Israel and 
was given Joshua, “a man in whom there is 
spirit.” A really tolerant leader is not a wishv- 
washy person with no firm opinion of his own, 
Teady to say “yes™ to everyone. Only a person 
with true convictions, firmly rooted in his own 
opinion, is capable of relating with real toler- 
ance to other people's opinions and can give 
others the same respect that he wishes to receive 
for his own views. 

It would not be easy for any one person, 
whoever it was, that would be elected. to follow 
in the footsteps of Moses, who so many times 
during his lifetime demonstrated such superb 
qualities of leadership. The last example of 
these shown, almost without words, is within 
the context that deals with choosing the leader 
to replace him. 

Even after the new leader had already been 
appointed, Moses had to personally settle some 
small account. “And the Lord spoke unto Mo- 
ses, saying: Avenge the children of Israel on the 
Midianites, afterwards shalt thou be gathered 
unto thy people” (Numbers 31:1-2). The rabbis 
{Sifrei, Bamidbar) understood this to mean that 
the Lord intimated to Moses, that as soon as he 
fulfilled his order he would die. Knowing this, 
Moses surely could have used all kinds of *“de- 
laying tactics” in carrying this out, in order to 
prolong his own life. But what did Moses do? 
As soon as he received the order: “And Moses 
spoke unto the people, saying; Arm ye men 
from among you for the war that may go against 
Midian” (ibid., verse 3). When an obvious con- 
flict of interest arose between Moses” personal 
Gesire to live and the communal need to go to 
war which will be followed by his death, Moses 
ignored his interests for the sake of 
fulfilling his public duties. He did not make 
even the slightest attempt to gain any time for 
himself at the expense of his duties and respon- 
‘sibilities as a leader of his people. 

This was yet another lesson in the under- 
standing of true leadership as it appears to us in 
Tora. A true leader - we are told - is one who 
can put the interest of the community above his 
own.

Quite simply, they need Arens 
because they do not look old 
enough, experienced enough, or 
Prestigious enough.

ters of health, respectively, and Ab- 
sorption Minister Ya'acov Tsur all 
fighting losing battles to halt the de- 
cline in their areas of responsibility.

Administrative reform aimed at sav- 
ing money by more rational man- 
agement has been beyond them, as 
have conceptual revolutions such as 
devolving power and authority to 
local units and managers at the ex- 
pense of bloated ministry head of- 
fices. Outside experts may clamour 
for moves in this direction, but the 
ministers do not make the running; 
sometimes they actively oppose 
such changes. 

Only Energy Minister Moshe 
Sbahal has struck out in the direc- 
tion of genuine reform. Even here, 
though, his motives were never 
quite clear, What is clear is that his 
tactics were faulty and the outcome 
was miserably disappointing, with 
the oil company carte! and the refin- 
ing monopoly barely dented. Indo- 
nesia ~ not to mention most devel- 
oped countries ~ can reform its 
energy sector. Israel, where the His- 
tadrut and the government own 
most and control all of the firms 
involved, cannot. 


Overall, the outcome of the strug-

allow pluralism to challenge en- 
trenched orthodoxies and to pro- 
mote excellence instead of generat- 
ing mediocrity, one might think that 
a party claiming to be democratic 
and humanistic would eagerly adopt 
its values.

Torezyner’s trade against the lib- 
eral American Jewish establishment 
naturally led him to attack the feder- 
ation establishment “for raising 
more and more money and giving 
less and less to Israel. The Jews of 
America are denying the centrality 
of Israel. It's time for the Zionists to 
become active on the federation al- 
locations committees. so that a 
greater share of the money goes to 
Israel.” 

A member of the audience asked 
why American Zionists shouldn't 
bypass the federations and start an 
independent fund-raising campaign 
where all the money goes for Israel. 
“Ll gave ance to the federation cam- 
paign.” he said. “but 1 stopped 
when I saw that the money doesn't 
£0 to Israel. ft goes to all sorts of 
focal liberal causes that the big con- 
tributors support for social and busi- 
ness reasons," 

Torczyner replied that in the early 
years of the state. “Ben-Gurion 
took fund-raising for Israel through 
the United Jewish Appeal away 
from the Zionists and gave it to the 
big givers. Once we lost control of 
the UJA, we lost our one real func- 
tion. " 

He continued in a quiet tone: 
“We would need che support of the 
Israeli government to launch an in- 
dependent campaign. The govern- 
ment is not really interested in Dias- 
pora Jews — only when they want 
something. The only way for us to 
have any influence is to make in- 
roads into the local campaign orga- 
nizations.”

cases being dealt with by judges of 
the same status in a unified court 
certainly demands further thought. 
What will be the criteria for the 
distribution of the cases among the 
judges in what will certainly be a 
most unwieldy institution? There is 
no doubt room for the argument 
that, from the point of view of the 
public welfare, a court of highcr sta- 
tus should deal with more compli- 
cated and more important cases. 


AND A WORD about the law's 
delays. It is, of course, true, that 
justice delayed is justice denied. On 
the other hand, it is not necessarily 
true that reorganizing the whole sys- 
tem will eliminate delays. 


The problem of the backlog in the 


courts is pressing both in England 
and in the United States: Israel is 
not unique in that respect. On the 
other hand, much can be done in our 
courts under the present system to 
remedy matters.

Chronic unpunctuality, poor ad- 
ministration, inadequate secretarial 
facilities, the failure to impose upon 
litigants, inctuding the State, the ob- 
ligation to ensure the attendance of 
their witnesses - all these factors 
play a part, and they can be 
eliminated. 

All the measures now being dis- 
cussed will be very costly — more 
space, more judges, and more ad- 
ministrative facilities to enable them 
to work. Perhaps the best immedi- 
ate solution would be to establish 
one national Court of Appeal be- 
tween the District and Supreme 
Courts. That too would cost money, 
but would be a much cheaper, sim- 
pler and more effective solution 
than the proposals now put forward. 

For the above reasons. it is a good 
thing that the withdrawal of the two 
bills for their first reading at this 
stage will enable their further care- 
ful consideration.

At first, he 
said, the Jordanians believed the up- 
rising would be over quickly. Then, 
when the violence was at its height, 
the Jordanians tried to prevent the 
unrest from spreading to the East 
Bank by keeping a low profile and 
cutting back on their intensive con- 
tacts with the area. 

With the lowering of the level of 
violence, the source said. the Jorda- 
nians have begun to resume their 
economic assistance to West Bank 
residents, including salary increases 
to teachers and medical staff, but 
they continue to behave equivocally 
with West Bankers.

The cost of housing in Tel Aviv is 
the same as it is here...movies and 
restaurants are just as expensive. 
Altogether, if I had accepted such a 
job offer. there would not be one 
person in Israel who would not say I 
was crazy.” 

Mavligit concedes that Israelis get 
medical care for much less money 
than Americans. “Here we have no 
such thing as 100 per cent insurance 
coverage as thev have in Israel. But 
I believe that if Israel wants to im- 
prove the quality of its medical care. 
the citizens are going ta have to 
begin paying a higher share of medi- 
cal costs. 

“When I go to Israel 1 see brand- 
new cars everywhere. I myself drive 
a three-year-old Japanese car and 
will continue driving it until it is 
eight or nine years old. | can under- 
stand that Israelis want to enjoy life 
a little, but T think they need to 
change their priorities a little bit.” 

Mavligit remarked. “Israelis ex- 
pect their country to take care of 
them, but the country just can't af- 
ford to do it. And that. in the last 
analysis, is why you have such seri- 
ous problems in Israeli medicine. as 
well as why there is a glut of Israeli 
doctors in the U.S.”

Two weeks after Koor announced its catastrophic deficit, Yeshayahu «Shaike” Gavish his 
decided to come out of hiding and speak his mind. The man who resigned several months 
ago from the position of managing-director of the country’s largest industrial concern over Ὁ 
what he claimed were differences with Histadrut Secretary-Gereral Yisrael Kessar. dees” 
not believe that he, alone, should bear responsibility for the company’s virtual demise: ‘Nor:

interview this week with The Post’s eel Maltz, Gavish Presented his side of the story, 


Mr. Gavish, how did you feel two weeks ago, 
when Kor published its quarter-of-a-billion dollar 
loss for 1987? 

First, let me say I was not involved in preparing 
this balance sheet. I knew the figures in January 
and February, and then I began hearing about 
much larger losses. Of course, it was astounding. I 
still do worry about Koor so, understandably, the 


feeling was bad. It was all over the papers, andI 


was the one who headed this conglomerate during 
the year of these losses. 


There have been reports that Koor’s losses were 
inflated by the new management. To the best of your 
knowledge, is this true? 

I will continue to say that as far as I know, Koor's 
operational loss for 1987 was between $100-120 
million. Add to that the sum of $70 million which it 
cost us to close down plants and dismiss workers, as 
part of the recovery pro; ¢ initiated last year. 

It should not be forgotten that we were the ones 
who started the revolution at Koor. We got rid of 
3,000 workers - 10 per cent of the work force - and 
we closed down 10 plants that had lost a total of 
$50m. Taken together, all these measures cost us 
$70m. 

So I still believe that the reaf loss was no more 
than $120m. One thing that has made it bigger is 
that they've translated Tadiran’s losses into shek- 
els. According to its balance sheet, Tadiran lost 
$9.5m. but, in shekel terms, they say the loss is now 
equivalent to $35-40m. But this is only on paper - 
its losses didn’t really grow. 

Then there's the whole issue of writing off parts 
of Soltam’s inventory. Again, this is not a pure cash 
expeuditure, 

And of course, whenever ἃ new management 
team takes charge, there’s a tendency to erase as 
much as possible on the grounds of 'why should I 
carry the burden of things that can be regarded as 
history?’ This is a natural thing and it's accepted. 
and 1 have no complaints about it. 


So you believe there"was an attempt to clear the 
table? 

I didn’t say that. I said it’s natural to want to start 
off with a clear slate. But let me emphasize again 
that the real revolution began under me last year. 
And as a result, Koor in 1988 will be saving itself a 
total of $170 million on wage costs and not keeping 
open losing plants. 

The psychological revolution at Koor also began 
under me. For the first time, workers began to 
understand that there’s not going to be anybody 
around to pay for the Josses at their plants. And this 
realization is what made them willing to give up 5 
per cent of their salaries, which has never hap~ 
pened before in Israel. 


What do you think caused Koor’s tremendous 
losses last year? 

I see three reasons: first, government policy, - 
which hit exports especially hard. Second, the His- 
tadrut, which forced us to pay tremendous wage 
increases. So why didn’t I resign under these cir-

cumstances? - [ did, three times, but twice they 
wouldn't let me. Maybe that was my mistake - not 
going then. And the third reason is managerial 
mistakes. 


Such as? 

Such as my decision to buy Tagal, which was 
plain stupid. The company had no orders and no 
future. Maybe we shouldn't have put money into 
many other things. but how do you halt invest- 
ments that are already in the pipeline? And maybe 
we also started the recovery programme too late. 


Do you regard Benny Gaon’s statements in recent 
weeks as very revolutionary for the head of a Hista- 
‘drut concern? 

Again I say, the revolution began in 1987 under 
me. But I believe that Gaon is getting unlimited 
backing today because the Histadrut has finally 
come to understand that the only way to survive is 
through the strategy we adopted last year. Back in 
1986, these measures probably wouldn’t have been 
accepted at all. 

Why did 1 resign? Because I realized that the 
dogmatism of the Histadrut was getting in the way, 
and that it wasn’t allowing me to implement the 
things that had to be done. For instance, 1 was the 
one who said that a plant like Alliance can’t survive 
unless its production costs are brought down dra- 
matically, which means fewer workers and smaller 
salaries. 

I was the one who recommended appointing a 
receiver for the company, after the workers refused 
to accept gur recovery pro; 6. The Histadrut 
secretary-general (Kessar) told me: ‘Do what you 
want, but I personally am against it.” 


The same thing with Phoenicia - I wanted to sell ᾿ 


the factory. Why? Because it was a burden on 
Koor. It wasa't making money and J had no money 
to put into it. And we even found a buyer. So why 
didn’t they Jet me sell? Because of politics. It's a 
Histadrut plant and 50 per cent of the workers in 
Yeruham work at Phoenicia. 

So I called Kessar. who was then in Australia, 
and I said: It’s urgent - we've found a buyer. The 
answer I got was: ‘Don't sell’. So I told him that I 
couldn't continue under these conditions. 

But today, after the measures we initiated, and 
after I resigned, it is becoming increasingly ‘clear 
that without unanimous support Ἦτον the new boss at 
Koor, the entire economy will be in danger.

It’s difficult to say. My recovery programme 
would have brought Koor Yrose to the break-even 
point this year.

reduced manpower in the fight for economic survival 


FOR PERHAPS the first time in an 
election year the pile of dismissal 
letters sent out to workers is steadily 
growing, and a large number of the 
letterheads bear the legend of the 
Histadrvt conglomerate, Koor In- 
dustries Ltd. 

Over 1,000 workers at the Alli- 
ance tyre company in Hadera face 
the prospect of joining the ranks of 
the unemployed if they fail to accept 
a recovery programme for the firm. 
The 50 workers at the Yuval Gad 
prefabricated housing company in 
Ashkelon have been told their firm 
will be closed down as soon as possi- 
ble. Tagal rubber's 140 workers in 
Acre are under no illusions about 
their plight, while 60 workers at the 
Hasin Esh ceramics factory in Beer- 
sheba have woken to the fact that 
their loss-making plant will no long- 
er provide them with a monthly 
wage cheque. 

The Epged bus cooperative is also 
taking the route of reduced man- 
Power. It intends. with the labour 
court's permission, to let go of 1,000 
salaried employees. 

In the private sector. too. loss- 
making plants are being closed 
down with ἃ speed rarely seen off 
the country's roads. Factories in de- 
velopment towns, naturally. are the 
ones hardest hit. In Beit She’an. the 
Rabintex company which manufac- 
tures military equipment. has sent 
out dismissal letters ta its 200 work-

And in the goverment sector, jobs 
are being slashed in a variety of 
enterprises. Beit Shemesh Engines 
will soon have 270 workers less 
while Agrexco, the agricultural mar- 
keting agency, intends reducing its 
staff by around 100 people. 

This list is by no means complete, 
and the scattered demonstrations 
and clouds of burning rubber waft- 
ing around the country are likely to 
continue for quite some time. 

People are now talking about a 
revolution in the economy. The 
Principle of maintaining employ- 
ment at all costs has taken a mighty 
battering. no more so than in the 
ideological heartland of Israeli so- 
cialism. the Histadrut.

Instead he’s talking of the bankrupt- 
cy of an ideology which allowed the 
industrial giant to become buried in 
a sea of red ink. Ideology is not 
enough. he says; profits are what 
caunts and the way to achieve these 
Profits is to trim off. or even butch- 
er, surplus manpower. 


GIVEN THIS situation, one would 

expect the Labour Ministry to be

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At the beginning of the year, be- 
fore the almost daily event of one 
factory or another announcing plans

unemployment for 1988, and esti- 
mated that the unemployment aver- 
age for the year would be around 
6.1% of the workforce which com- 
prises approximately 1.5 million 
people. 

David Katz, the director of the 
ministry's Manpower Planning Au- 
thority, says he still believes that this 
estimate is correct. At the end of 
1987 and the beginning of this year, 
unemployment stood at around 
5.7%. With the recent factory clo- 
sures, this figure is starting to creep 
up but, given the obtuse nature of 
statistics and averages, by the end of 
the year the average for 1988 will 
probably be close to the ministry's 
estimate. 

There are, however, a number of 
uncertainties surrounding this esti- 
mate, the major one being that 1988 
is an election year. Traditionally, 
election years generate economic 
activity - no major new taxes are 
levied. wage agreements are more 
generous and the government in- 
creases public sector employment 
opportunities. 

But this election year might be 
different. Finance Minister Nissim 
has insisted there will be no election 
economics. and the recent 11% over 
two years wage-agreement reached:

THIS is democracy in action for you. a disgruntled candidate 
for Herut’s parliamentary list commented Wednesday night, 
lamely trying to hide his disappointment after learning of the 
humble slot he had won. What it actually was, however, was 
democracy Herut-style in action. 

It started with the premature celebration of a great feast of 
pure democracy, in which all “realistic” places on the list, save 
the first. reserved for Premier Yitzhak Shamir, were ta be up 
for grabs. Herut was thus to show Labour, with its six first 
reserved slots, for the oligarchic party that it remains. But then 
it turned out that a literal reading of that very democratic 
procedure might involve a bloody fight for first slot between 
Mr. Shamir's ally Moshe Arens and David Levy, which would 
rip Herut apart. To prevent this from happening, the premier 
suggested a truce by prearrangement between the Levy. the 
Shamir-Arens, and the Sharon camps. 

The camp leaders were to advise their central-committee 
members to vote so as to give Mr. Levy the first, Mr. Arens the 
second and Mr. Sharon the third slot. That was agreed upon. 
The tacit understanding was that the spirit of mutual regard 
would similarly prevail in the placement of members of the 
several warring camps on the list. 

When it finally came to the crucial voting by septets, the 
Herut prearrangement went out of the window as each and 
every camp thought first and last of drawing as much blood as 1 
possible from its adversaries. With all-pervasive suspicion, 
disdain and animosity ruling the roost, it was almost as though 
it was not rival factions within the same single-minded political 
mavement but antithetical political parties. or even hostile 
national sovereignties, that were engaged in a contest of 
survival. 

In the final counting the Shamir-Arens camp outpolled and 
outplaced the Levy camp, and the Levy camp the Sharon 
camp: but that in itself was of less than shattering importance. 
On one view, the results were a victory for the seemingly low 
man on the party’s totem pole. the cagey Mr. Sharon, who had 
proved his ability to wheel-and-deal his rivals into a corner. 
What the voting showed, above all, was that Herut is no place 
not only for moderates. whom it execrates, but even for mere 
gentlemen. 

It was Mr. Arens’s failure to fully appreciate this that caused 
a goodly number of his followers to Gum their backs on him, 
muttering wonderment at his odd-man-out, bleeding-heart 
demeanour. 

Or is it perhaps a sign of unfriendliness towards Herut that 
so mucn is being made of its extreme factionalism which, when 
displayed by other parties, is passed off as being par for the 
course and just one of those political things? 

Mr. Shamir would like to believe. and persuade others to 
believe. that it is. While admitting that not everything was 

entirely praiseworthy about the outcome of the Herut elec- 
tion. the premier nevertheless suggested in an interview yes- 
terday that the ferocity of the party's internal violence was 
perfectly normal. Even innocuous.

THE Histadrut and the Treasury, often at daggers drawn of 
late, have agreed in principle on a wage settlement in the 
public sector.

meaning Hevrat Ha’Ovdim -- enterprises. Failure to du so 
could force other plants into the condition of Alliance Tires.

Party camps 
vs. cohesive 
leadership 


THE FUTURE of Israeli politics 
has been with us for some time. It 
will probably be with us for some 
time to come. We have seen this 
future, and it does not work. 

The 1967 war brought, along with 
the euphoria of victory, the ideolog- 
ical issue of the future of the territo- 
ries. The 1973 war ended the eupho- 
ria, along with a strong current of 
lack of confidence in the manage- 
ment of the nation's affairs, leaving 
the ideological issue behind. Fed by 
a series of scandals, a shift of voters 
away from Labour combined with a 
shift of alliances in the religious 
camp culminated in the change in 
party control in 1977. 

The ideologicat issue and the lack 
of confidence remain as constants, 
surviving the 1977 political upheav- 
al, the peace with Egypt. the 1982 
Lebanon war. the hyper-inflation, 
the national unity government and 
the intifada. The ideological issue 
has ideological answers. It provides 
the framework for the divide sepa- 
rating the two major political blocs. 
To the extent that the ideological 
issue is not likely to be resolved in 
the foreseeable future, its presence 
- paradoxically perhaps — provides 
an element of stability for the politi- 
cal system. 


cess of a David Levy, but Levy him- 
self appeared to acknowledge the 
limitations of ethnic support by cul- 
tivating the mannerisms in speech 
and behaviour of Begin. No attempt 
to present a party list on a purely 
ethnic basis has ever had a serious or 
sustained influence on Israeli 
politics. 

Today’s upwardly mobile Sephar- 
dic voter is likely to actualize his 
participation ia che political process 
in other directions. Even if there is 
an affinity for a Sephardic candi- 
date, it is likely to be to one who has 
arecord of personal achievement, as 
in education or the professions, 
rather than in the street.

The mass elec- 
torate’s reaction will not necessarily 
mirror that of the camp-followers in 
the party central committee. 

Even more likely is massive Se- 
phardic support for a leader with 
Begin's talent for making them feel 
that ethnicity does not count. A

With ups and downs, the lack of 
confidence knows neither partisan 
nor ideological limits. Each new evi- 
dence of governmental ineffective- 
ness, each sign that the political sys- 
tem is too weak to solve the big 
problems of the territories and secu- 
rity and too cumbersome and un- 
wieldy to solve the little problems of 
health and education, accentuates 
the lack of confidence. Under pres- 
sure, it could extend beyond the po- 
litical arena to the apolitical under- 
pinnings of society, such as the army 
and the rule of law. This appears to 
be happening in some quarters in 
Judea and Samaria, with regard to 
the big problems. 

As for the little problems, un- 
solved they assume major propor- 
tions. A decisive breakdown of es- 
sential social services would 
inevitably have far-reaching conse- 
quences. Predictably, there is a 
search for solutions beyond the po- 
litical process itself. The increased 
reliance, as in the current crisis in 
the hospitals, on the apolitical in- 
strument of the judicial commission 
of inquiry ~ already showing signs of 
diminished effectiveness due to ex- 
cessive use -- is a step in this 
direction. 

While an aura of cynicism about 
politics has characterized Israeli so- 


᾿ ciety since the Yom Kippur War, its 


roots go back to the intra-party 
strife in the Labour camp that 
marked the Lavon Affair in the 
1960s and culminated in Ben-Gur- 
ion's departure from power. When. 
on the eve of the Six Day War. 
prime minister Levi Eshkol expand- 
ed his government to include, 
among others. representatives of 
Herut. previously beyond the pale. 
it was designed as a measure to but- 
tress confidence in leadership that 
was already seriously flawed. 


WITH THE Likud's capture of the 
political summit a decade later. 
Menachem Begin’s hold on his own 
party was never in doubt. It was 
exercised. however. against a back- 
ground of constant Aifkulim, or mis- 
haps, centred around emergent 
contests for power within his own 
camp. Begin’s departure, still unex- 
plained. in the aftermath of the Leb- 
anese misadventure. ushered in a 
period in Herut not unlike that in 
the Labour camp after Ben-Gurion. 
lf Herut. unlike Labour, has 
spawned a set of “princes.” or sec- 
ond-generation heirs. with impres- 
sive political clout. it is partly be- 
cause of the closeness of the 
“fighting family” during the long 
years in the political wilderness. and 
partly because Begin. as the focus of 
loyalty in a populist party based on 
the unmediated relationship of the 
leader to the mass of followers. left 
the political scene with his charisma 
largely intact. 

In both major parties. there is 4 
decline in the power and prestige of 
the leadership and a lack of internal 
cohesion. The personal element in 
politics has become more pro- 
nounced, at the same time that per- 
sonal power has become increasing- 
ly fragmented. Both parties have 
“camps,” rather than “factions.” 
based on personal loyalties without 
clear ideological or interest-group 
foundations. The labels are tacked 
on almost as an after-thought. Left 
or right. dove or hawk. are little 
help in mapping the political terrain. 

If the camp-followers have a guid- 
ing objective. it seems to be to 
achieve an enhanced proximity τὸ 4 
focus οἵ power. For 40 years. Israel 
has been ruled by deals more often 
than by laws, sometimes by deals 
masquerading as laws. Now. for the 
first time. a deal is being called a 
deal. as though the concept were 
new and somehow foreign to the 
Political culture. It is. indeed. for- 
eign to the political mythology. 

Much stress has been placed in 
recent weeks on the ethnic factor. 
Certainly the yearning for a height 
ened sense of belonging, of being 
part of the system, was a factor in 
Sephardic support for Begin and the 
Likud. There was pride in the suc- 


the rest, never hurt Begin’s image 
and probably helped. With appro- 
priate modifications. there was a 
certain similarity to the enthusiasm 
and loyalty of Jews in the United 
States for Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


THE COMING elections. regard- 
less of the results. are unlikely to 
solve either the ideological issue of 
the territories or the psychological 
issue of lack of confidence. Party 
cohesiveness and strong leadership 
are inconsistent with the camp struc- 
ture of the major parties and with 
the camp-follower mentality. Cohe- 
sion and leadership are the keys to 
confidence. 

In Labour's waning years of hege- 
mony, the Zanbar Committee on 
municipal reform, with strong sup- 

τὶ from then prime minister Yitz- 

ak Rabin, produced the one major 
structural change in Israeli politics 
since independence: the direct elec- 
tion of mayors. The change in mu- 
nicipal government has had a pro- 
nounced carry-over into the 
national scene, augmenting the in- 
fluence of the personal element in 
politics. 

This change should be national- 
ized, as in the proposal of the Tel 
Aviv University law professors for 
the popular election of the prime 
minister. Is there another way out of 
the trap of the political camps? Is 
there a better path to leadership and 
confidence?
